CCC’s FARM: 


The only Community College Farm 
in the Northwest.

Clatsop Community College is 
fortunate to have the distinction 
of being the only community 
college in the Pacific Northwest 
to have a complete 110-acre 
dairy and livestock farm at its 
disposal. 

CCC offers a two-year dairy 
and livestock program at the 
farm, which is located in 
Walluski, about five miles from 
the college. Thirty-two students 
are currently enrolled in the 


program, two-thirds of which 
have had some _ prior 
agricultural experience. Some 
of the courses offered at the 
farm are crop production, feeds 
and feeding, diseases and 
parasites, farm construction 
and design, and beef produc- 
tion. 

According to Reed Stucki, 
Farm Manager, the farm is 
basically self-supporting. It 
receives allocations from the 
sale of milk to the Tillamook 
Creamery, and also from the

fishing is a highly competitive 
business, and if you’re going to 
make it you need to know and 
keep up on the newest equip- 
ment and its uses. 

“If you have a piece of 
equipment that another 
fisherman doesn’t have, you 
could have a slight advantage 
over him when it comes to 
where the fish are or how fast 
you can get them aboard and 
put your net out again.

The farm, which has 
been operated by CCC since 
1973, costs approximately 
$70,000 to operate annually. 
However, the received revenues 
fall short of this figure. Thus, 
the remainder of the farm’s 
operating costs are allocated 
from the college’s instructional 
budget. 

Although the farm actually 
loses money, Stucki comments: 
“This is a very small price to 
pay for the facility that we 
have.”’ Inhabiting the farm are 
thirty-five dairy cows, fifteen 
sows, and twenty-five sheep. 
Stucki himself lives there, as 
does Jim Fleishman, a herd- 
sman, and production aid Shane 
Fierling. One of the most 
beneficial points of the farm is

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Cal Maritime Now 
Accepting Applications 


The California Maritime Academy is now accepting applications 
for the Fall Trimester which begins in August, 1980. Applicants 
must be at least 17 but not yet 24 (27 for veterans); citizens of the 
United States; high school graduate or equivalent, with a grade of 
Cor better in three years of English, three years of math (including 
Algebra I and I and plane geometry), and one year of chemistry or 
physics, including lab. (The applicant is encouraged to have one 
year of chemstry and one year of physics). Also, either the S.A.T. 
or the A.C.T. test is required. Approximately 175 applicants will be 
accepted for enrollment. 

Cal Maritime is a four-year coeducational shool specializing in 
preparing graduates for careers in maritime and related in- 
dustries. Graduates receive licenses as Third Mate or Third 
Assistant Engineer. The Academy is accredited by the Western 
Association of Schools and Colleges. 

According to Cal Maritime President Joseph P. Rizza, Academy 
graduates are in demand by the industry for high paying jobs, both 
at sea and ashore. The 90 graduates in the Class of 1979 had over 185 
professional employment offers made to them, with salaries 
ranging from a low of $18,000 to a projected high exceeding $30,000 
per hear for the first year of employment. 

The deadline for primary consideration of applications is 3 
March 1980, but earlier application is encouraged. Applications and 
additional information regarding the Academy can be obtained by 
writing the Director of Admissions, California Maritime Academy, 
P.O. Box 1392, Vallejo, CA 94590, (707) 644-5601, ext.

Nurses Vote For 
Collective Bargaining 


Registered nurses at nine outpatient clinics of Kaiser Foundation 
Health Plan of Oregon voted for collective bargaining represen- 
tation by the Oregon Federation of Nurses (OFN), affiliated with 
the Federation of Nurses and Health Professionals-American 
Federation of Teachers, AFL-CIO in an election conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board on November 8, 1979. 

The election results were: Oregon Federation of Nurses — 97, 
Oregon Nurses Association (ONA) — 75. 

This is the second group of registered nurses at Kaiser to vote for 
representation by the OFN. In September, 1979, the Tegistered 
nurses at Sunnyside Medical Center voted overwhelmingly in favor 
of OF N representation. The OF N was formed in January, 1979, in 
response to nurses’ desires for an effective union to represent them 
in collective bargaining, lobbying, and with their professional 
concerns. 


Packwood Favors Profit Tax 


A windfall profit tax, which Senator Packwood strongly supports, 
will soon be placed on oil companies by Congress. This legislation 
will tax the enormous profits of the oil companies and will, in turn, 
bring significant revenues to the federal treasury. 

The debate over how these funds should be spent: will be whether 
to plow these revenues back into energy producing programs, and 
if so, into which programs, are major questions Congress will face. 
How they are decided will greatly influence the energy policy of 
this country and our energy future. 

Senator Packwood strongly believes funds from the windfall 
profits tax should be put back into helping the low-income cope with 
higher fuel costs and into finding ways to fill the energy gap.

Take 
time to prepare some special cookies, bread, candy or perhaps you 
prefer to try the following recipe for Kalua, a coffee flavored 
liqueur enjoyed by many as an after dinner drink. With your own 
special label made by you of course, and a pretty bow, Voila, a 
delightful gift!

Ihave included a few other different recipes you may try. A very 
merry Christmas and a blessed new year to everyone at CCC. 

KALUA 
6 cups of sugar (granulated) 
2 quarts of water 
1 tsp. of carmelized sugar 

34 cup of instant coffee (not decaffienated) 
2 vanilla beans, split, then split again 
1 fifth of any brand of Vodka 

Boil the water and pour in the sugar. Stir until dissolved and add 
the instant coffee. Carmelize the sugar, by placing it in a small 
saucepan until it turns a dark brown. Stir a small amount of the 
liquid into the pan to remove it. Empty this into the liquid coffee 
syrup. Add the fifth of vodka, and stir well. 

Wash three clean, empty wine bottles and the caps, and run hot 
water into them to insure they are clean. Place 2 pieces of the 
vanilla bean in each bottle. Pour the cooled liquid into the clean 
bottles and cap, but do not seal. Place in a cool, dark place for four 
weeks. It gets better the longer it ages. 

(You can purchase the vanilla bean at the Community Store on 
Marine Drive. It is less expensive to buy them there as you do not 
pay for the packaging or an empty bottle you throw away! ) 


ALMOND PASTE 
1 pound blanched almonds 
1 cup water 
2 cups sugar 


One-third cup orange juice 
\ tsp. orange flower water 
Confectioners sugar 

Using the fine blade of a food chopper, grind the almonds five 
times; the almonds must be ground very fine, almost like flour. 

Boil the water and sugar until a little dropped into cold water 
forms a soft ball (240 degrees on the candy thermometer). Remove 
from the heat and mix in the almonds, orange juice, and orange 
flower water until creamy and smooth. Turn out the paste onto a 
board sprinkled with confectioners’ sugar and knead the mixture 
for about five minutes. Cool thoroughly before packing in a tightly 
covered container. Let stand one week before using. Makes about 


two pounds. 


1 egg white 

1 cup almond paste 

Sifted confectioners’ sugar 

Food coloring of your choice (optional) 

Beat the egg white until it just begins to hold its shape. Gradually 
beat in the almond paste, then just enough confectioners’ sugar to 
make a paste that will hold its shape. Form into any shape you like, 
and brush with food coloring diluted in water. For a chocolate 
marzipan, roll the pieces in a mixture of powdered sugar and 

* cocoa. Wrap each piece in plastic wrap or wax paper and store ina 
tightly closed container. 
BASIC COFFEE BREAD DOUGH 

2 pkg. dry yeast 
2% c. lukewarm milk 
34 c. sugar 
1 egg, beaten 
1 tsp. salt 
4% c. melted margarine or butter 
1 tsp. aly 
8% c. all-purpose flour we ;

As you well know, Christmas is almost upon us and in looking 


‘through my reference books, I came across some great ideas for 


Christmas gift giving. One such gift could be homemade incense. 

SANDALWOOD: Mix together: 4 0z. scraped santa! with 10 drops 
of sandalwood oil dropped on it, 2 oz. gum benzoin or storax, 2 oz 
ground cascarilla bark, % 0z. vetiver, 1 oz. potassium nitrate and 
% oz. balsame of tolu (must be powdered and evenly mixed 
throughout mixture, don’t let the rsins clump up). Add 10 drops of 
sandalwood oil. Shake, mix and stir it and store away. After a 
month it is ready to use. Drop some on charcoal, or if lucky it will 
burn without it. 

FRANKINCENSE: Mix together, 1 oz. powdered frankincense, 1 
oz. powdered benzoin, 1 oz. powdered orris root, '2 oz. ground 
cascarilla bark, 4 oz. ground lavender, ‘2 oz. ground cinnamon, +2 
oz. ground rose petals and % oz. scraped santal. Mix in separate 
bowl; 3 to 4 tablespoons of lemon, 1 tabelspoon patchouli oil and 1 
tablespoon clove oil. Mix powders and oils together thoroughly 
Store away for quite some time. The longer the better. 

If giving the incense away as gifts, you could store them away in 
nice jars wrapped and ready for Christmas. 

A long standing folk remedy to stimulate the growth of your 
eyelashes is to rub them with castor oil (daily) or olive oil. Also a 
mixture of sage will make them darker in color. 

WINTER IS HERE( And with it some people have bad ex- 
periences with chapped lips. A good remedy for this is to melt 2 
teaspoons beeswax with 4 teaspoons apricot oil and 2 teaspoon 
camphor. Stir until camphor is dissolved and put into a jar. 

I would like to introduce everyone to the various use of herbal 
teas. In steeping tea you never boil your leaves or flowers (there 
are some exceptions). Also there is an old belief that you should 
always bring hot water to the teapot not the teapot to the water, 
because the brew was medicinally more potent if the tea leaves 
were undisturbed once they were in the pot. 

BALMES (melissa) was used to ward off aging, reduce fever and 
is also a tranquilizer. It will have better flavor with rosemary or 
lavender. Steep one teaspoon dried balm in 2 cups boiling water for 
ten minutes. 

CATNIP believe it or not, makes a fine drinking tea and is good 
for relaxing and reducing fevers. Steep one teaspoon dried or fresh 
leaves in 2 cups boiling water. 

CHAMOMILE is soothing, and I drink it as a before bedtime tea. 
Very good for nervous conditions, menstrual cramps and in- 
digestion. Steep 1 teaspoon to 1 cup boiling water 10 minutes. Also it 
is good as a rinse if made into a strong solution for blond hair. 

DILL tea is a sedative and good for digestion, prevents gas. It’s a 
good remedy for colic in children. Steep % teaspoon dill seeds in 1 
cup boiling water for 10 minutes. 

FENUGREEK teas have been used since ancient times and is 
supposed to be good for digestion, colds, sinus problems and fevers. 
Steep 1 teaspoon of the seeds in 2 cups boiling water. 

GINGER tea is made by steeping fresh or dried ginger root in 
boiling water. It is a spice tea! Very good in the treatment of 
nausea and indigestion. It will also warm you very well in climates 
like we have here — COLD AND DAMP! 

GOLDENROD tea made from dried flower are recommended for 
ulcers, kidney problems, exhaustion and colds. Boil 1 teaspoon 
dried flowers for 1 minute, steep 15 minutes and strain. 

Most of the herbs and teas I use come from Portland resources. If 
you can’t get to Portland, some outlets offer mail orders. For more 
information, contact me through the COMMON SENSE.

the whole U.S. hates you. 
Khomenie miscalculated when 
he kidnapped the hostages — no 
matter how ‘‘good’’ his reason 
in doing so, The Iranians, by 
abducting the embassy, have, 
in effect, kidnapped the 
American people. 

Had the Shah, or even the 
embassy people, been killed: 
not as much trouble would have 
come of it. Few Americans 
have a great knowledge of the 
Shah — nor love him to any 
degree — until recently few 
knew much about Iran. Many 
Americans would have even 
sided with the Khomenie 
because he had NOT TAKEN 
HOSTAGES. We often sym- 
pathize with those who over- 
throw an oppressive govern- 
ment — we did — but we HATE 
those who kidnap anyone. 
Covert killing is acceptable. . . 
kidnap is forbidden! 

Instead of having a large 
segment of the American 
populace behind him, 
Khomenie has alienated even 
the more liberal factions to a 
degree threatening total war. 
Many Americans who usually 
tend to side with smaller leftist 
insurrections are against Iran 
today. Middle Americans, too 
“busy’’ to be readily aroused 
over politics, are in a state of 
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fever unparalleled since the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor — 
December 7, 1941. I hope that 
this, the 39th year since Pearl, 
does not see us in a war with 
Iran; a near certainty if the 
hostages are not released. 

When he holds our embassy, 
Khomenie holds America 
captive. Most Americans have 
polarized on the Iranian issues: 
much of the polarity is against 
the Khomenie government. 
Even students, whose idealism 
is generally supportive of the 
underdog, are against the 
Iranian methodology — 
therefore, against Khomenie. 
American students are usually 
a strong ally in political con- 
troversy: few American 
students are now allied with 
Iran. America’s usually 
complacant attitudes have 
galvanized into a dangerous jell 
of hatred ready to war with, and 
annhiliate, a country we have 
heretofore called ‘‘friend.”’

That they may be and probably 
are, is irrelevant. Embassies 
are nests of spies in any 
country. Spying is a cold war 
deterrent to hot war. If they are 
spies they have their eyes more 
on the Kiev Russian missile 
complex than on Iran. If 
Khomenie is protecting Russia 
from spies, then he should say 
so. Diplomatic immunity is 
accepted even in Russia. China 


recognizes the need for 
diplomatic ‘‘spying.’’ 
Diplomatic immunity ‘s a 


“norm” in most all countries. 
Diplomatic safety is protected 
for countries large, small, right 
and left. Khomenie chose to 
make up his own rules . . . but 
the world cannot play by them. 
Even the Third World coun- 
tries, sympathetic to Iran’s 
policies, are not openly con- 
doning the kidnap of the 
American personnel. 
TERRORISM is an accepted 
“norm” in emerging Third 
World countries. They have few 
arms, small armies and limited 
economic clout. Terrorism is an 
effective weapon against a 
larger adversary. Terrorism is 
an effective ‘‘tool’’ for 
equalizing the balance of 
power. However, when the 
Iranian “‘students’’ used the

kidnap technique they grossly 
misjudged the American 
reaction, (I will have to say that 
if they did not misjudge us, and 
they do have an ace-in-the-hole, 
then we will probably be 
fighting the whole Third World 
if a confrontation occurs. If 
Khomenie knew this, then it 
could account for his “MOUSE 
THAT ROARED" attitude — 
and our military advisor’s 
urgings to go to war, rather 
than prevent a_ conflict. 
Political assassination in Italy, 
Korea, Africa, Central America 
and the Far East let us know 
that the Third World countries 
are in a state of flux. If they are 
moving together, and Iran's 
Khomenie government is the tip 
of the iceberg, then we have 
bigger trouble.) 

It is my belief that 
Khomenie’s propaganda 
ministers counted on some 
Americans to factionalize to his 
cause — as they well may have 
had he not made the American 
people FEEL kidnapped. In 
situations analogous to the 
Iranian overthrow many 
Americans went with the new 
regimes. In this case, and 
because of the hostages, the 
American people have gone 
almost decidedly in favor of the 
U.S. government. A very RARE 
thing in the last decade. 
Americans distrust, as recent 
polls will attest, the govern- 
ment nearly as much as the 
Third World does. Imperialism, 
Communism, Socialism or even 
the Shah are all irrelevant in 
light of the kidnapping. Holding

COMMON SENSE 


hostages is a crime buried so 
deeply in the grain of every 
citizen as to cloud even the most 
henious of crimes that the Shah 
might have committed. 
Americans feel like they, too, 
are captive. 

When our back is to the wall 
we become a very dangerous 
animal indeed. Americans, in 
their usual complacent posture, 
must appear weak and un- 
decisive to the Third World. We 
must seem slothful, mean- 
dering and ‘‘wishy-washy’’ in 
our normal non-wartime ac- 
tivities. Even in Viet Nam we 
acted undecided — we were 
undecided — about just what 
political stance to adopt. 
Khomenie and his advisors, no 
doubt, counted on this 
phenomena when their 
propaganda was planned. What 
they did not count on was the 
deep-seated aversion, held by 
nearly every faction of America 
towards kidnappers. This 
tactical mistake may very well 
cost Khomenie, the Iranian 
people and the U.S. quite 
dearly. 

With the embassy in arrest 
America has no channel of 
communications. Without 
diplomacy we go to war. The 
kidnap was poor enough policy 
— but to kidnap the embassy 
was folly. The logic was there . . 
. hold something that America 
could not refutiate: their em- 
bassy . .. so that the Shah was 
worth less than the captives. We 
would feel that the Shah was 
worth less than our people and 
toss him over. (Good logic but 
poor recon.) Had _ the 
revolutionaries foreseen the 
American reaction to their plan 
they might have well tried to 
kidnap the Shah. Now we do not 
care if the Shah was wrong or 
not — no matter how bad he 
was, or what he did — we will 
not hand him over. We might 
have before the embassy was 
attacked, but not now. Many 
Americans believe that the 
Iranians do have the right to try 
the Shah — that he was an 
oppressive ruler — but those 
same Americans are so against 
the means Iran is trying to use 
that they will likely go to war to 
protect a man they do not 
believe in — to protect a trust 
they live by. One does not take 
embassies, one does not kidnap. 
What could have turned out to 
be a revolution partially sup- 
ported by United States citizens 
— without the threats of boycott 

and war — has turned into a 
multinational fiasco verging on 
war, Aya cudda tole’ ya so, 
Khomenie.. . 

CAUTION 
While tempers here flair over 
the incidents in Iran, let us not 
forget that many good Iranians 
in this country will be attacked, 
or brutalized, by those 
mistaking them for our 

“enemies.’’ Many Iranians are 
against the Khomenie govern- 

ment more than we will ever be.

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Let not the heat of the battle 
cause these people to be hurt or 
killed to vindicate our feelings 
abroad. The right to schooling is 
for all countries. Most Iranians 
students here are not pro- 
Khomenie supporters. 
American business persons, of 
Iranian descent, are usually 
very pro-American. The un- 
fortunate fact that many of the 
Iranians being harassed are 
Americans is more criminal 
than the actions of the 
Khomenie government. One 
may ‘bitch’ about a facet of 
American government without 
being anti-American. The very 
fact that those who protest have 
not been lined up and killed 
should serve as a reminder to 
those aborad that Americans, 
imperialistic as they might be, 
are not quite the butchers 
Khomenie would like the world 
to believe. Because there is mob 
rule in Iran, let there not be one 
innocent Iranian injured in this 
country! 


Many Iranians are caught in 
a crossfire here. They must 
someday return home. If they 
speak out against Iran, they will 
suffer upon their return. Sure, if 
we do have to go to war there 
will be a certain number of 
Iranians that are subversive 
here. Unfortunately, those that 
get hurt are usually those that 
are not the “enemy.’’ The in- 
jured ones are the ones whoare 
just trying to get their 
education, work at their jobs or 
live peacefully. They are the 
most obvious and stand to get 
hurt before the subversive 
element. Injury to these in- 
nocent Iranians is a greater 
crime that either the Shah or 
Khomenie have inspired. Let us 
hold our collective tempers in 
check until we see who the 
“enemy” really is. If the 
hostages are killed, let us at- 
tack. If the hostages are 
returned, let the Shah go to 
Mexico and deal with his 
conscience. If the hostages are 
returned, let Iran air their 
grievance to the world. But, do 
not let even one more innocent 
Iranian be injured because of 
our passions over foreign 
polities. Let the ghosts of 
Manzanar talk to the American 
people of the horrible fate dealt 
many good Japanese 
Americans because of mass 
confusion and fear of a few 
subversives. American 
franians should not be pun- 
ished for their belief — only for 
their crimes. The FBI can do 
that just fine. 


Iranians should note that we 


are selecting them out for 
processing because an 
American embassy was 


selected out for the kidnapping. 
If the Iranians comply, they 
should be treated fairly. We 
have a very liberal asylum 
policy that Iranians can utilize. 
If the students are in sympathy 
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with the kidnap they should, of 
their own conscience, book 
passage back to Iran post- 
haste, We should not have to 
send them back. Remember 
that the hostages are being 
treated humanly under the 
circumstances. Do not vin- 
dicate your frustrations on 
innocent people here. If we go to 
war again you will have plenty 
of time for hostilities. Save your 
aggressions for those who are 
“known enemies.”’

held hostage Iran seems to 
have gotten in a balance of 
power struggle between the 
Soviets, the Chinese and 
America . . . Khomenie sat for 
fourteen years in France with 
no luck . . . days after China 
begins to ‘‘come over’ 
Khomenie goes into power. I bet 
the Shah, bad man that he is, 


wishes that he had 
“neutralized” Khomenie in- 
stead of exiling him . . . the Shah 


must wish he had not educated 
the students of Iran in America 
revolution happens usually 
when a country is starting to 
prosper: in times of rising 
social expectations . . . the Shah 
gave Iran those expectations 
. his people should at least take 
the time to thank him for 
educating them well enough to 
revolt against him . if the 
Shah was a despot, only time 
will tell us what Khomenie is 
but America, we know what we 
are, and let not one innocent 
Iranian guest here be hurt in 
our anger. 

He gave them cake when they 
asked for bread he will 
probably pay for it, but not until 
the hostages are released alive 
and unharmed.
